WHEREAS, Oneida County Board of Supervisors, to date, has not indicated whether 15 
they wish to proceed with negotiations with Kwik Trip with regard to the offer purchase the 16 
aforementioned Highway Department property; and  17

aforementioned offer to purchase, Corporation Counsel and the County Board Chairman should 19 
be the representatives of the County in said negotiations.   20
